Important 


To Licensees: We have reason to 


believe that large quantities of lager 
beer and > ale are being shipped into 
our state, which contain 
deleterious, 


substances, poisonous and 
injurious 


to health. 
Your attention is there- 


fore called to section 21, chapter 95, 
Laws of 1!WI3, which reads as follows: 


"Sect. 21. Any commissioner, po- 


lice officer, constable, special 
agent, 


selectman or sheriff may at any time 
enter upon the premises of a person 
who' is licensed under [.he provisions 
of this act. to ascertain the manner in 
which such person conducts his busi- 
ness, and to preserve order. 
Such 


officers may at any time take samples 
for analysis of any 
liquor kept on 


such premises, and the vessels 
con- 


taining such samples shall be sealed 
on the premises of the vender, 
and 


shall remain so sealed until presented 
to the state laboratory of 'hygiene for 
analysis. The city or town in which 
such vender resides shall pay for the 
samples so taken, if such liquor 
is 


found to be of good quality and free 
from adulteration. 
If, however, such 


liquor shall prove to be adulterated 
with any deleterious drug, substance 
or liquid which is poisonous or 
in- 


jurious to the health, or if such liquor 
prove to be other than it purports to 
lie, the licensee shall be 
fined 
two 


hundred dollars, shall forfeit his li- 
cense and -is bond thereon, and such 
license shall not be renewed for 
at 


least three years from the date of its

These omnibus building bills have 


been severely criticised.

The cost of care of. 'the smaller public 
buildings almost invariably, .-•fru-eu/ds 
tbe rental which the,£/« eminent had 
formerly been paying, leaving inter- 
. est on the investment wholly out of 
account. 
Such bills would

looked on with so 
much 
suspicion 


were It not that they are used regu- 
larly as vote-getters for party meas- 
ures in the 
House 
of 
Representa- 


tives. It has come to be an old 
story that at the beginning of every 
session announcement is made 
that 


on account of the condition 
of 
the 


government's finances, 'there will be 
no public building bill. Later, if the 
party in power gets in a tight place 
on legislative measures, as it did this 
year on the joint statehood bill, the 
House organization allows (he inform- 
ation, to escape that there is a pros- 
pect for an omnibus building bill, pro- 
vided tae organization's policies are 
supported. 


The method ot making up one of 


these bills is open to criticism. Ob- 
viously, it is necessary to take a ma- 
jority of the House in on any bill to 
Insure its passage. 
This means that 


members are favored -whether 
they 


present deserving proposals or not.

public buildings and

Berlin, N. H., Feb. 2-—Fifteen 


minutes after 500 school children 
had marched into the Martton in. 
termediate school, 
on 
Willard 


street, today, they were quietly 
assembled and marched out on to 
th* atroet again by a corps of cool 
ttacher*. while portions of 
the 


achoolhouse were in flame*, en- 
dangering the lives of the occu- 
pants of the building. 


There was not the slightest evi- 


dence of a panic, and the 
teachers 


performed their work so well that a 
majority of the children did not learn 
of tbe flre until they were out in the 
street. 


The 
choolhouse 
was a wooden 


structure, three stories high. 


A short time after the exit of the 


pupils and teachers the entire build- 
ing burst into flames, and an hour 
afier the flre started the schoolhouse 
was in ruins. 


The fire originated in the basement 


and is supposed to have been caused 
by the heating apparatus. 


The janitor of the school was ab- 


sent when the flames broke out, but 
one of the teachers, smelling smoke, 
left the room very quietly and went 
to the cellar to investigate. 


Although somewhat alarmed when 


she saw the flames the teacher re- 
mained cool, hurrying to report the 
fire to Miss Laftln, the principal of 
the school. 


The latter sounded a bell which has 


been used to dismiss the children on 
various occasions, sometimes for fire 
drill purposes, and at other 
times 


when the building had been too cold 
to continue their studies in comfort. 


The children, although 
they 
had 


been at their desks scarcely fifteen 
minutes, seemed to consider tfiat thd 
bell was part of the routine work 
planned out for the day, and at the 
order of the various teachers the boys 
and girls marched from their rooms 
into the hallways, thence down the 
staiis and into the street. 


During their march out of the build- 


ing many of the children noticed the 
smoke but the continued assurance of 
the teachers that there was no dan- 
ger gave the children renewed confi- 
dence, and there was not the slight- 
est evidence of a. panic. 


The flames spread around the four 


walls of the building and ate their 
way up to the roof, the middle of the 
building being the last destroyed. 


When the firemen, arrived on the 


scene the rire was raging so fiercely, 
and had enveloped the building so 
completely that it was seen, that the 
structure could not be saved, 


Burning brands carried by a strong 


wind started small flres in 
near-by 


residences and to these buildings the 
fii-omon directed most of their atten- 
tion, and they succeeded in each In- 
M-ujce in extinguishing the 
flames 


with very slight losses. 


The loss on the schoolhouse Is es- 


timated about $20,000, partially cov- 
ered by Insurance. 


A year ago the high school was 


burned, and recently the board of 
education voted not only to rebuild 
that structure but also to build anoth- 
er schoolhouse. 


The destruction of the 
Marston 


school today will niake It necessary 
for the 
town 
to 
construct 
three 


schoolhouses at the earliest opportu 
nlty.

Mass.. where 125 compositors are gi 
work and fifty-one are on strike. Fif- 
ty-seven shops report uO trouble. Two 
shops report 'all men otjJ.' Tweuty- 
four shops report, 'some out and some 
in.'" 


Tbe officials of (be typographical 


union today claimed the accession of 
twenty-eight men to 
their 
ranks, 


thereby causing the temporary clos- 
ing up of five composing rooms, mak- 
ing a total of twelve shops which are 
shut down because of the strike. 


Brockton Compositors 


Brockton. Mass.. Feb. 2.—-Thirty 


men and one woman compositors went 
on strike today, as a result of an or- 
der from the International Typograph- 
ical Union received by the local pres- 
ident. George F, Drape. 


The establishments 
affected 
are 


those of the To! man Print and the 
Well-Copper Company, who 
refused 


to sign an agreement to give their 
compositors an eight-hour day, with- 
out change in pay, |1C.50 per week* 
as demanded by the union. 


The other printing establishments 


under the jurisdiction of the Brock- 
ton local have either signed or prom- 
ised to do so at once. 


An early adjustment of the trouble 


is looked for.

the author purchased a palace in Italy,

Scotland and a town 
house on the 


Champs Elyrees. It seemed his am- 
bition to pocsess as many residences 
as a prince of the blood. Although 
all these properties were heavily mort- 
gaged, the smash came within a year, 
and the novelist, loaded with debts 
that be never would be able to repay, 
calmly disappeared, and was 
after 


ward recognlzec as an Arab trader 
aud lord of many caravans plying be- 
tween Harrar and Jibuti!. 


The nove!i«t, who had adopted a suit- 


able Arab name, stood high in the favor 
of Emperor Menelik. Consumption cut 
short a career that for variety and ad- 
venture far exceeded any romance that 
the novelist himself had ever penned. 


Another "freak capitalist" was a 


Spanish lady of Bandajoz, who, winning 
£40.000 In the Manila lottery, collected 
the money and set out secretly for Paris, 
leaving her husband and children in 
complete darkness as to her where- 
abouts. 


Eight months later she returned to 


her home penniless, but accompanied by 
30 huge trunks, the contents of which 
accounted for the vanished thousands. 


On arriving in Paris she had appar- 


ently set about spending her money with 
a will. Clothes of every description and 
artificial aids to beauty had eaten 'up 
the whole of her fortune. Dresses, cost- 
ly underwezr. corsets, boots, gloves and 
hats, all marked with the names of the 
most fashionable makers, represented 
three-fourths of her purchases. In the 
remaining trunks were cosmetics, false 
hair, figure improvers, face creams, chin 
straps, cures for obesity—in short, every 
kind of article advertised by "beauty 
BfeciaHsts" and the quarks who abound 
in all big cities. Beyond being the best 
dressed woman in Bandajoz for several 
seasons she had reaped little benefit 
from her good fortune. 


More extravagant still was the Rus- 


Blan gentleman who gambled away an 
inheritance of 6.000.000 rubles (£<500,- 
000) within a year, and was only saved 
from complete disaster by the odd 
chance that he had papered his bedroom 
wall with hundred ruble notes. 
He 


ended by giving Russian lessons for a 
small fee in Paris. 


The exploits of the late marquis of 


•Anglesey are paralleled and exceeded 
by those of the son of a wealthy Hun- 
garian sugar refiner. The young man 
not only had a replica of the Roman 
Colosseum erected on one of his estates, 
but would himself descend 
into 
the 


arena, in imitation of the emperors ol 
old. 
Dressed as a gladiator and armed 


only with the short. Roman thrusting 
sword, he would engage lions, tigers and 
bears in single combat, often paying as 
much as £1.000 for the specimen that 
furnished him and his friends with u 
half hour's entertainment. 


The Hungarian authorities put a stop 


to these savage exhibitions, and while 
the remainder of his wealth lasted he 
had to content himself with an ordinary 
circus. He died dramatically, when on 
the verge of being declared a bankrupt, 
by taking poison at the close of a fare- 
well feast, to which he had invited his 
neighbors and tenants.

dle of September.

cakes, which are very popular with all 
classes.

cakes for many years the finest qual- 
ity of American flour has been used. 


It has now been decided by the wom- 


en of Canton, whose business it is to 
attend to these matters, that they will 
not buy any cakes made of this flour, 
but will content themselves with fried 
rice cakes instead. 


Moreover, In regard to the 
cakes 


usually presented to the servants, it 
has been decided that money shall be 
given instead. Indeed, through the me- 
dium of the planchette, the far-famed 
god of war has made known his will 
in the matter, and has warned all to 
keep from the orthodox luxury or they 
will incur a fierce displeasure. 


In addition to' this most important 


decision, it has been decided that at 
weddings and such felicitous occasions 
the same rule shall apply.

Is it too late to make a stand against 


the mispronunciation of the word frieze 
as applied to Irish tweed? On the other 
side of St. George's channel, says the 
London Chronicle, they know better 
than to confuse their wall decoration 
with their dress material, and pronounce 
the one "freeze" and the other "frise." 
So did we, in old England. Originally 
meaning the curling nap on cloth—from 
the French ''friaer," to curl; Welsh, 
"ffris," nap of cloth—frize, as it was 
then spelt and pronounced, came 
to 


mean cloth that had a nap on one side, 
and is now applied to any rough kind of 
homespun. We can be sure of the old 
pronunciation from the motto worn by 
Brandon, duka of Suffolk, when, on his 
marriage with Henry VIII's sister, he 
appeared at a tournament on a horse 
draped half in "frieze" and half In (iloth 
of gold: 
"Cloth of gold, do not thou despise, 
Tnoujfh thou be matched with cloth of 


frize: 


Cloth of frlae. be not Ihou too bold, 
Though thou be matched with cloth of 
gold." 


Invention of Whisky. 


The name of the man who first stag- 


gered humanity by the invention of 
whisky is lost in the mists of the mid- 
die ages and all the ingenuity of counsel 
now employed in trying to find out what 
whisky is has failed to disclose his iden- 
tity. The flery potion was known in 
England in the eleventh century, in 
Scotland not till the fourteenth. But 
Scotland made up for lost time. She 
gave the bright liquid its alluring name, 
the "water of life," and made its produc- 
tion a cottage Industry of noble propor- 
tions.

Poor Suitors' Law 


An existing statute of the United 


States provides that any citizen who 
is entitled to commence a suit or ac- 
tion in any federal court may prose- 
cute the same to conclusion without 
being required to prepay fees or costs 
or give security, and may be given 
the services of an attorney assigned 
by the court, upon filing a statement 
under oath setting forth that because 
of his poverty he is unable to pay 
such expenses or give such security as 
the case demands. 


This is generally known as the poor 


suitors' law. 


A bill has been recently introduced 


in the house amending this statute 
by adding a definition of such pover- 
ty as the court is to recognize. 


This definition 'takes the form of 


the following language: 


That any person so commencing a 


suit or action shall be- considered a 
poor person when he is not the own- 
er of a homestead, unincumbered, or 
has not one thousand dollars above 
his indebtedness.—Washington Star.
